: -» FRANCE, 


It is vaguely kiown: that France had 
her munitions crisis just as we had. M. 
Robert Pinot, who is secretary of the 
Committee of French Ironmasters, "in “a 
lecturo- before the School. of Political 
Sctonce, lifts.the curtain partially and 
allows us tu:see what, theaproblem was for 
France, On the 1vth September, 1914. 
General -Joffro told M. Millerand,: the 
Minister of War, that. the army had 
practivally exhausted its reserves of shells 
for’ the 75s. The faily production at 
that time was 14,500. . General Joffre 
demanded that it should be immediately 
increased to 100,000. French industry was 
Ytterly disorganised, On. the day of 
mobilisation all sthe metal workers of 
wilitary age, all the-enginecrs, all the 
heads of establishments left their. work 
to. join the colours, “The works were left 
with terribly depleted ‘staffs; and were 
completely thrown out of gear by the 
loss of their heads;.so much so that, in- 
certain districts far from the war zone 
the-factories could not be kept going and 
the furnaces were blown out. Even the 
arsenals Jost much of their. staffs and 
had-‘to reduce. output.’ Then came the 
invasion and the occupation of the in- 
dustrial regions of the north and cast. 
A German authority in January, 1915, 
estimated that the invasion had paralysed 


the defence of France. “The output of the f 


iron mines was reduced by 90 per ‘cent., 
and. the production of steel by 80 per 
cent, To make matters.even worse, only 
the armament works had’ the special 
hydraulic presseg for making the” 75 
shells. How France solved her problem 
is perhaps less interesting ‘than another 
inquiry.
